Prior  to  the  service,  at 
8:15  p.m. ,  the  congregation  is  invited  to  a  coffee 
hour  after  which  Rabbi  Harlan  J.Wechsler  will 
deliver  the  Selihot  lecture  at  9  p.m.  on  “Pietistic 
Repentance,”  an  examination  of  the  unusual 
penitential  writings  of  late  12th  and  13th  century 
German  Jewish  Hassadism.  This  little  known 
movement  was  dedicated  to  radical  changes  in 
human  consciousness  and  actions. 

Following  the  lecture  and  just  before  the  start 
of  the  service  itself,  the  Synagogue  Choir  accom¬ 
panied  by  our  organist  Neil  Robinson  will  pre¬ 
sent  a  choral  meditation.

Praying  Together 

It  is  with  a  great  deal  of  excitement  that  I  begin 
the  New  Year  as  Rabbi  of  Park  Avenue  Synagogue. 

I  look  forward  to  meeting  and  greeting  each 
and  every  one  of  you  as  we  come  together  as  a 
congregation  to  pray  on  these  High  Holy  Days. 
As  I  look  to  this  coming  year  of  endeavor  together, 
I  pray  that  we  all  shall  be  blessed  with  happiness 
and  good  health  and,  since  Rosh  Hashanah  is  the 
ecumenical  festival  par  excellence,  peace  for  all 
mankind. 

It  occurs  to  me  that  although  prayer  is  the  cen¬ 
tral  motif  of  this  sacred  season,  we,  as  Jews,  as 
a  religious  community,  as  a  “people  of  the  book,” 
think  we  do  not  have  the  need  for  prayer  as  much 
as  may  be  expected  by  others. 

For  many  years  I  have  wondered  why  it  is  that 
other  nations  and  their  rulers  give  thanks  to  God 
with  religious  services  on  their  national  day.  The 
Queen  of  England  attends  thanksgiving  services 
of  all  kinds  in  St.  Paul’s  Cathedral.  Islamic  leaders 
are  always  giving  thanks  for  one  event  or  another. 
European  prime  ministers  and  monarchs  are  often 
to  be  seen  at  church  services. 

Historically,  Israeli  statesmen  were  not  seen 
in  Synagogue  even  on  Israel’s  Independence  Day. 
This  changed  during  the  premiership  of 
Menachem  Begin.  Wherever  Mr.  Begin  went  he 
attended  services.  Kosher  meals  were  arranged 
for  him  at  10  Downing  Street,  Buckingham 
Palace,  the  residence  of  Mr.  Ceaucescu  in 
Romania,  etc. 

Abraham  Joshua  Heschel  taught  us  that  we  have 
to  pray  even  when  we  don’t  feel  like  it.  Just  as 
an  athlete  or  musician  must  train  and  practice  each 
day  for  the  big  event,  we  too  must  pray,  so  that 
we  remain  “in  shape”  and  prepared,  when  we  real¬ 
ly  need  it. 

I  wish  you  all  a  sweet,  successful  year.  May 
all  our  prayers  be  answered  for  good.

In  Our  Homes 

Rosh  Hashanah  is  both  a  solemn  and  a  festive 
occasion.  Its  joy  is  spiritually  disciplined  by  the 
sacred  traditions  of  home  and  synagogue. 
Although  the  observance  of  the  High  Holy  Days 
is  centered  in  the  synagogue,  it  is  in  the  home 
where  family  members  prepare  to  meet  the  New 
Year  in  a  spirit  of  faith  and  in  a  mood  conducive 
to  prayer  and  soul-searching. 

White  is  thought  of  as  the  color  which  sym¬ 
bolizes  purity  and  joy.  Thus  the  table  is  set  with 
a  white  tablecloth  and  flowers,  candles  and  wine. 
Round  hallot,  symbolizing  a  full  round  year,  ap¬ 
ples  and  a  dish  of  honey  for  a  sweet  year  com¬ 
plete  with  the  symbolic  representations  on  the 
holiday  table. 

The  family  gathers  together  for  the  lighting  of 
the  candles  and  kiddush  which  precedes  the 
festive  meal  on  both  nights  of  Rosh  Hashanah. 
The  following  blessings  are  recited  over  the 
candles: 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh  Ha- 
olam,  asher  kid’shanu  b'mitzyotav  v’tzivanu 
lhadlik  ner  she l  Yom  Tov. 

Blessed  are  You,  O  Lord  our  God,  King 
of  the  Universe,  whose  mizvot  add 
holiness  to  our  lives  and  who  gave  us  the 
mitzvah  to  kindle  light  for  the  Festival. 

'  Barukh  Alah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh  Ha- 
olam  sheheheyanu  vekiyemanu  vehigiyanu 
lazman  hazeh. 

Blessed  are  Thou,  O  Lord  our  God,  King 
of  the  Universe,  who  has  kept  us  in  life, 
preserved  us  and  enabled  us  to  reach  this 
season. 

After  the  Rosh  Hashanah  kiddush,  the  Motzi  is 
recited  over  the  round  hallot. 

Barukh  Alah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh  Ha- 
olam,  hamotzi  lehem  min  ha-aretz. 

Blessed  are  Thou,  O  Lord  our  God,  King 
of  the  Universe,  who  brings  forth  bread 
from  the  earth. 

Then  all  the  members  of  the  family  dip  the  apple 
in  honey  and  recite  the  following  blessing  and 
prayer: 

Ye  hi  ratzon  milefanekhah  Adonai  Eloheinu 
vElohei  avoteinu,  shetehadesh  aleiynu 
shanah  tovah  umetukah. 

May  it  be  Thy  Will,  O  Lord  our  God,  to 
renew  unto  us  a  happy  and  sweet  New  Year. 

After  the  morning  services  of  Rosh  Hashanah, 
a  festive  meal  is  also  eaten,  preceded  by  the 
daytime  kiddush  below  and  the  Motzi: 

Tiku  vahodesh  shofar,  bakeseh  I’yom 
j  hagenu,  ki  hok  I’Yisrael  hu,  mishpat 
TElohey  Yaakov. 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh  Ha- 
Olam,  borei  pri  hagafen. 

The  greeting  on  the  Rosh  Hashanah  is  L’Shanah 


Tovah  Tikatavu  —  May  you  be  inscribed  for  a  good 
year. 

Erev  Yom  Kippur 

Yom  Kippur  is  the  one  religious  occasion  which 
is  observed  entirely  in  the  synagogue,  but  the  meal 
which  precedes  the  fast  on  Erev  Yom  Kippur  is 
intended  to  be  a  spiritual  experience  for  the  en¬ 
tire  family.  The  meal  is  eaten  early  so  that  the 
fmaiy  can  be  in  synagogue  before  sundown. 

Following  the  BirkathaMazon  —  the  grace  after 
meals  —  the  holiday  candles  are  lit  and  following 
blessings  are  recited: 

Barukh  Alah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh  Ha- 
olam,  asher  kideshanu  betmitzvotav  vet- 
zivanu  lehadlik  ner  shel  Yom 
Ha-Kippurim. 

Blessed  are  Thou,  O  Lord  our  God,  King 
of  the  Universe,  who  has  sanctified  us  by 
Thy  Commandments  and  has  command¬ 
ed  us  to  kindle  the  Yom  Kippur  lights. 
Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh  Ha- 
olam  sheheheyanu  vekiyemanu  vehigiyanu 
lazman  hazeh. 

Blessed  are  Thou,  O  Lord  our  God,  King 
of  the  Universe,  who  has  kept  us  in  life, 
preserved  us  and  enabled  us  to  reach  this 
season. 

Fasting 

Although  children  are  not  obligated  to  fast  un¬ 
til  they  are  Bar/Bat  Mitzvah  age,  it  is  a  tradition 
that  they  do  observe  the  fast  in  part,  to  the  extent 
they  are  able. 

Self-denial  in  food  and  other  physical  pleasure 
is  part  of  the  tradition  of  this  “Sabbath  of  Sab¬ 
baths.”  However,  Jewish  law  and  tradition  state 
that  the  maintenance  of  life  and  health  is  a  prime 
religious  duty.  If  a  person  is  ill  or  weak,  it  is  the 
obligation  of  the  individual  to  consult  a  physi¬ 
cian  on  the  wisdom  of  fasting. 

Memorial  Lights 

It  is  a  custom  to  light  a  Memorial  Light  for  the 
deceased  in  each  family.  Memorial  Lights  must 
be  lit  before  the  holiday  candles  are  lit. 

Blessing  The  Children 

It  is  a  tradition  that  before  leaving  for  the  Kol 
Nidre  service,  parents  bless  their  children  by  plac¬ 
ing  their  hands  on  the  head  of  each  one.  Such 
blessings  are  introduced  by  the  following  prayer, 
to  which  parents  can  add  words  of  their  own,  ap¬ 
propriate  for  the  age  and  needs  of  each  child: 

For  Sons:  May  God  make  you  a  true,  faithful 
and  honorable  son  of  Israel  as  were  Ephraim  and 
Menasseh,  the  sons  of  Joseph. 

For  Daughters:  May  God  make  you  a  faithful 
and  honorable  daughter  of  Israel  as  were  our 
mothers,  Sarah,  Rebecca,  Rachel  and  Leah. 


Forgiveness 

At  this  time,  just  before  leaving  the  house  to 
attend  the  Kol  Nidre  service,  members  of  the  fami¬ 
ly  ask  each  other  for  forgiveness  for  the  wrongs 
or  the  hurts  they  have  done,  knowingly  or 
unknowingly,  during  the  year.

Wechsler  will  deliver  a  lecture  on  "The  Laws  of 
Repentance  According  to  Maimonides.” 

For  the  Hearing  Impaired

Dear  Friends,  ( 

I  have  just  returned  from  the  Cantors  Assembly 
40th  annual  convention,  held  this  year  in  Israel. 
I  am  filled  with  that  special  spirit  that  one  can 
experience  only  in  Israel.  Let  me  urge  those  of 
you  who  have  not  been  to  Israel  recently  and  those 
of  you  who  have  never  been  there,  to  visit  Israel 
frequently  in  order  to  replenish  your  Jewish  spirit. 

At  the  convention  we  were  joined  by  hundreds 
of  cantors,  Jewish  musicians  and  lay  persons  from 
many  parts  of  the  world  who  came  to  Jerusalem 
to  celebrate  the  song  of  Judaism.  How  wonder¬ 
ful  it  was  to  be  united  as  Jews,  with  none  of  the 
artificial  political  differences  that  sometimes  try 
to  divide  us. 

Among  my  most  moving  experiences  was  wor¬ 
shipping  on  Shabbat  in  the  Great  Synagogue  in 
Jerusalem.  How  stirring  it  was  to  realize  that  in 
Israel  a  great  cantor  and  a  large  choir  are  daven- 
ing  with  the  authentic  sounds  of  our  People,  in 
a  musical  fashion  that  is  warm  and  tasteful,  with 
involved  congregants  that  crowd  to  capacity  this 
beautiful,  massive  synagogue. 

Shortly  before  my  return,  I  purchased  a  new 
recording  (which  I  highly  recommend)  of  High 
Holy  Day  music  from  the  Koenigsberg  Tradition. 
The  city  of  Koenigsberg  in  East  Prussia  had  been 
an  important  center  of  the  Jewish  Enlightenment. 
The  soloist,  Naftali  Herstik,  is  the  same  cantor 
from  the  Great  Synagogue  of  Jersusalem,  but  the 
music  is  totally  different.  The  recording 
fascinated  me  because  the  Koenigsberg  Traditioi 
formed  the  early  musical  structure  of  the  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue,  largely  through  the  ministry 
of  Cantor  Abraham  Sukoenig,  the  predecessor 
of  Hazzan  David  Putterman,  who  brought  that 
tradition  to  our  congregation.  It  is  old  music  with 
great  dignity,  and  it  led  me  to  imagine  the  sounds 
of  our  shut  several  generation  ago.
